AMERICANISM IN STUDENTS.

TRIAL DRAWING TO A CLOSE

Final Arguments
After Ford Counsel Presents Dra-
matic Testimony On Educa-
tional Work.

Mt Clemens, Mich.—Henry Ford's
counsel kept until the final day on

which testimony was presented, the |

‘trongest arguments in their posses-
sion. Not ultil the trial was within
A few hours of its close did they bring
to the witness stand Clinton C. De-
Witt, superintendent of the Ford Eng-
lish schook

“Mr. Ford,” sald the witness, “was
f the opinion that you could not suc
cesstully put over one idea while there
were 52 languages spoken in the fae-
tory, so to promote that one idea,
vhich was and is Americanism, he in-
iisted that every workman must learn
to speak the ‘American’—not the
English—language.

“There were 3,000 students in the
chool before the United States en-
tered the war and the factory was
aractically turned over to government
work.”

Sample lessons were read by the
vitness, Parts are given as follows:

“Every good American loves and
respects the United States Flag.

“Our flag stands for liberty, justice
nd peace.

‘Its colors are red, white and blue.

“The red stands for love, the white
tands for purity, tje blue stands for
iuth”

“American flags,” said the witness,
were used profusely in the school
som and a silk flag always flutters
Sefore an eleetric fan.

Teach Americanism.

The memgare taught that there Is no
reater title than “American citizen"
md are urged to accept the advant-

Pictures of great Americans adorn
the class rooms, special exercises are
held on the birthday of great leaders
of the nation and finally, when the
class graduates, il is presented with
ouvenir American flags and is given
nembership in what is krown as the
‘American Club.” The Federal and
state courts recognize a diploma from
the Ford English school as an evi-
‘ence of adequate preparation for
:itizenship, it was shown.

Through this testimony counsel
:wcught to bring out that the mar
vho taught 3,000 foreigners to love
their adopted country and to respect
ts flag could scarcely be called a:
narchist and that a man who sough:
:very possible method to instill lowv
‘or the Stars and Stripes in tht
iearts of those who come to it fron
oreign shores, could mnever hawv
qade the slandercus statements at
ributed to him by Tribune counsel.

Mr. Ford, it was shown, loaned al
ils educational workers to the gov
rnment at the time war broke out
‘he war department found the meth
ds used in the Ford English schoo!
o valuable that they introduced them
n all training camps. Henry Ford
vald the salaries of the men he loaned
o the government for the work.

Closing Arguments Open.

Clesing arguments In the case
;pencd the last of the week. Attorney
Nm. Lucking led off for Ford counse!
le called attentdon first to the testi
nony which showed that The Tribune
;ot for intervention in Mexico be
:ause it thought such action would
lead to conquest or at least to great
riches for the United States, had
found Henry Ford blocking its path
just when its long campaign gave
promise of bearing fruit. Thereupon,
said the attorney, The Tribune set out
to destroy Mr. Ford's influence, to
sweep him out of its path and to still
his voice which pleaded for a course
which would help the bleeding repub
lic to the south to regain her feet and
to strike forth on a new highroad of
education and freedom.

Attorney Weymouth Kirkland open-
ed for The Tribune. He declared that
what Mr, Ford had done since 1916—
when The Tribune ecalled him an
anarchist—had nothing whatever to
do with the situation as it was when
the newspaper stigmatized the manu
facturer as an enemy of his country.

‘“The idea of erecting memor
ial buildings instead of monu-
ments of marble or bronz to the
men who lost their lives in the
war is such a logical one, that
it is being adopted not only by
many states, but by the natiovs,"’
said Congressman J. Camphell
Cantrill, in discussing the pro-
posed Staje building at the Uni-
versity of Kentucky. Mr. Cant-
rill was in Lexington enroute to
Washington,

“There is now in progress at
the nstional capital a movement
to erect a mammoth convention
hall, in which will be placed on
bronze tablets the names of all
Amernicans who lost their lives in
the service. It will be used by
multitudes who will be continual-
reminded of the sacrifices
made by the men 1n whose honor
it will be built, and of the prin-
ciples of democracy for which
they died. With each day’s use
by a people seeking to perpetu-
plh tllﬁol vlﬂuy it will become a

more lasting than brass, and a
worthy memorial.

“Kentucky should take the
same steps to honor her 2,800
sons who died in the service, and
I shall do everything in my
power to promote the campaign

to obtain $300,000 for a State
memorial building on the cam-
pus of the University of Ken-
tucky. It is particularly fitting
that the building should be at
the University rather than at

the State Capital, smnce it will
be continually before the eyes
and in the use of the young
men and women who will reap
the benefits of the peace won oy
the dead heroes, many of whom
came from their number I un-

dersfand that the proposed
bmlding will be used to house
student activities, and will have
a large auditorium for student
assemblies. Such a use will
further dignify the memorial,
